ROME, Jan. 15 - (AFP). - Out¬ 
going Christian Democrat Pre¬ 
mier Aldo Moro’s chances of

We told you so ? 

Two weeks ago in this space, we suggested that interested 
readers keep a keen eye on Israeli tactics during the Security 
Council debate on the Middle East, now in full swing in New 
York. Sure enough, the Israelis have not disappointed anybody, 
and their conduct during the debate is a timely textbook lesson 
in the strategy of evasion. 

They have refused to join the debate, as they will refuse 
to join any council whose primary function is to place the 
Israeli experience in Palestine under the microscope of open 
international scrutiny. But they have gone beyond this. From 
their vantage point outside the debate, they try to introduce 
elements of obstruction whose primary aim is to divert the 
debate away from the central question of the Palestinian land 
and the denied rights of the Palestinian people- ! 

These attempts are at once slick and simple. The Israeli 
U.N. delegate Chaim Herzog sends a letter to the president 
of the Security Council talking about how the principles of 
the PLO are contrary to the aims of the U.N. charter. 

In Israel, Foreign Minister Yigal All on tells the Knesset 
that Israel would like to reconvene the Geneva Conference 
with its original participants, which excludes the PLO. 

In a television interview and a magazine article, former 
Prime Minister Golda Meir claims that a Palestinian state in 
the West Bank would serve as a Soviet tool to increase ten¬ 
sions in the Middle East. 

In a talk to international Jewish leaders in Israel, Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres says the United States is fully with 
Israel in opposing the creation of a Palestinian state. And so 
.on and so forth. 

Nowhere do any Israeli leaders tiy to come to grips with 
the essential point of the U.N. debate — which is simply to 
talk about the state of Israel and discuss whether or not that 
state can reasonably exist at the expense of the Pales tinian 
state that has never been given a chance to exist. 

The Israeli tactic now is to focus on Geneva, and push 
for a reconvening of the Geneva peace conference. They are 
not, of course, anywhere near ready to go to Geneva and talk 
about peace. But it is useful for them in their hazy confusion 
to talk about distant Swiss cities as if these were the watering 
holes where peace-seeking animals go to drink. They are not. 
Geneva is a mirage where peace-seeking animals will not 
drink, but will crash onto barren rock, and rise again. In the 
Israeli scheme of things, to stumble forward in search of yet 
more distant mirages. 

When Israeli leaders stop chasing mirages of phantasy 
and decide to assess their own viability and legitimacy, they 
will find a whole world out there ready to talk with them. 
For the moment, they are talking to themselves.

"What is the meaning of the 
daily threats that we hear from 
Israel?" Mr Arar questioned. 

The nature of the threat by 
' the Israeli Foreign Minister 
and other Israeli officials is in 
its stating that Israel will not 
attend the Geneva conference 
if resolutions 242 and 338 are 
amended or if the Palestinian 
Organisation is present at the 
conference," he said. 

• What reason is there for Is¬ 
rael to ever attend the confe¬ 
rence if it continues with thr¬ 
eats of its not attending?” Mr 
Arar asked. 

"In fact," Mr. Arar continu¬ 
ed, "the conference was cal¬ 
led by the Soviet Union and the 
United States collectively as 
one of the pre-conditions and 
commitments that had been 
given in the efforts to bring an 
end to the Ramadan War." 

The American commitment 
to the Arabs and the whole 
world was intended to relieve 
■the world from the pressure of 
the oil embargo. Consequently, 
Israel had no choice but to ab¬ 
ide by the American decision 
which was designed to save Is¬ 
rael from continued war which 
would have jeopardised Ame¬ 
rican economic interest in the 


area. Mr Arar said. 

Since Israel cannot live dur¬ 
ing peace or war without con¬ 
tinued American aid and be¬ 
cause the United States did 
not want to be responsible for 
a devastating aftermath of the 
Ramadan War, Washington fo¬ 
rced Tel-Aviv to accept resolu¬ 
tion 338 which calls mainly for 
a reconvening of the Geneva 
Conference, he said. 

Mr. Arar said that the cur¬ 
rent Israeli stand could be su¬ 
mmarised in the two following 
points: 

(1) Either Washington co¬ 
operated with Israel in the cur¬ 
rent manoeuvre for achieving 
additional gains or, 

(2) "Washington put aside 
the importance of Geneva for 
reasons among which may be 
its desire to deal with the prob¬ 
lem without the influence of 
Soviets in addition to being ab¬ 
le to cope with Zionist pres¬ 
sures within the United Stat¬ 
es," Mr. Arar said. 

The situation is not new and 
everyone knows that without 
the U.S., Israel could not sur¬ 
vive. If the United States wish¬ 
ed Israel to withdraw from all 
occupied Arab territories, it 
could force it to do so without 
Geneva, without disturbing 
Kissinger or sacrificing the 
blood of many Palestinians,” 
Mr. Arar concluded.
